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One-Time Stepchild of Oil Fields Comes into Its Own 
The Natural Gas Story... 


FROM OUR STATE 
CAPITAL BUREAU 


(First of a Series) 
LITTLE ROCK (Special)—There 


was a time—prior l.o World War II 
—when natural gas was a minor 
. factor in Arkansas's economy. Rel- 
atively few 
communities in the 


Ffcjte had gas service. 
Transmis- 


sron facilities were not available. 
To build them merely to serve Ar- 
kansas customers would have been 
too costly. 


More gas was being produced — 


frequently as a by-product to pe- 
troleum — than was 
being con- 


sumed. It was not worth much at 
the well; truly it was a drug 
on 


the market. Buyers could name 
their own price. Where gas could 
be used at all, it was cheap fuel. 
T^illtics were happy with a six per 
ceh return on investment. Now, 
the Arkansas Public Service Com- 
mission is opening the door for 
much higher earnings for gas com- 
panies. 


During World War II. need for 


increased oil supply on the East 
Coast, partly because of the inci- 
dence of tanker sinkings by Ger- 
man submarines, prompted the fed- 
eral government to finance con- 
struction of the Big (24) Inch pipe- 
Ifeie and the Little (20) Inch pipe- 
line to carry oil from Texas and 
Louisiana to the Alantic seaboard. 
'.With hostilities ended,, the gov- 
ernment 
first 
leased 
and then 


sold those pipelines to the Texas 
Eastern 
Transmission 
Company 


and permitted it to utilize them 
lor transportation of gas, subject 
to emergency orders from the gov- 
ernment for i-e-conversion to move- 
ment of oil. 


.Size of gas pipelines until World 


'war II had been limited drastical- 
ly by the pressure-resistant inad- 
equacy of steel. But 
steel' with 


-greater strength is being produced, 
and 30-inch lines 
now pipe gas 


from1 the Southwest. 


.This, of course, has added thou- 


sands of new markets for gas. Fai 
from being a drug on the market, 
it is now worth much more than 
its.j weight in gold. Distribution 
companies find themselves bidding 
. Against one-another'for. gas.,. 
$>> Producers who had been eager 
to sign contracts,to sell at 10 to 
11 cents per 1,000 cubic feet a few. 
years ago ! now want much more 
than that. Regulation 'of distribu- 
tors' rates is a function 'of state 
and local government, but produce 
tion, when not owned by distribu- 
tors, was not restricted 
govern- 


mentally as to price. 


Along came the 
United States 


Supreme Court, however, 
to de- 


clare that the Federal Power Com- 


. *riission 
was duty-bound (though 


Congress had never ordered it) to 
fix prires for gas at the wellhead 
—provided, of course, that the gas 
was moving interstate. 


That's what all the ruckus in the 


Congress was about earlier 
this 


year when Senator J. William Ful- 
bright and 
Representative Oren 


Harris of Arkansas sponsored leg- 
islation to 
exempt 
independent

LITTLE ROCK (Special)—There 


was a time—prior l.o World War II 
—when natural gas was a minor 
. factor in Arkansas's economy. Rel- 
atively few 
communities in the 


Ffcjte had gas service. 
Transmis- 


sron facilities were not available. 
To build them merely to serve Ar- 
kansas customers would have been 
too costly. 


More gas was being produced — 


frequently as a by-product to pe- 
troleum — than was 
being con- 


sumed. It was not worth much at 
the well; truly it was a drug 
on 


the market. Buyers could name 
their own price. Where gas could 
be used at all, it was cheap fuel. 
T^illtics were happy with a six per 
ceh return on investment. Now, 
the Arkansas Public Service Com- 
mission is opening the door for 
much higher earnings for gas com- 
panies. 


During World War II. need for 


increased oil supply on the East 
Coast, partly because of the inci- 
dence of tanker sinkings by Ger- 
man submarines, prompted the fed- 
eral government to finance con- 
struction of the Big (24) Inch pipe- 
Ifeie and the Little (20) Inch pipe- 
line to carry oil from Texas and 
Louisiana to the Alantic seaboard. 
'.With hostilities ended,, the gov- 
ernment 
first 
leased 
and then 


sold those pipelines to the Texas 
Eastern 
Transmission 
Company 


and permitted it to utilize them 
lor transportation of gas, subject 
to emergency orders from the gov- 
ernment for i-e-conversion to move- 
ment of oil. 


.Size of gas pipelines until World 


'war II had been limited drastical- 
ly by the pressure-resistant inad- 
equacy of steel. But 
steel' with 


-greater strength is being produced, 
and 30-inch lines 
now pipe gas 


from1 the Southwest. 


.This, of course, has added thou- 


sands of new markets for gas. Fai 
from being a drug on the market, 
it is now worth much more than 
its.j weight in gold. Distribution 
companies find themselves bidding 
. Against one-another'for. gas.,. 
$>> Producers who had been eager 
to sign contracts,to sell at 10 to 
11 cents per 1,000 cubic feet a few. 
years ago ! now want much more 
than that. Regulation 'of distribu- 
tors' rates is a function 'of state 
and local government, but produce 
tion, when not owned by distribu- 
tors, was not restricted 
govern- 


mentally as to price. 


Along came the 
United States 


Supreme Court, however, 
to de- 


clare that the Federal Power Com- 


. *riission 
was duty-bound (though 


Congress had never ordered it) to 
fix prires for gas at the wellhead

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One-Time Stepchild of Oil Fields Comes into Its Own 
The Natural Gas Story... 


FROM OUR STATE 
CAPITAL BUREAU 


(First of a Series) 
LITTLE ROCK (Special)—There 


was a time—prior l.o World War II 
—when natural gas was a minor 
. factor in Arkansas's economy. Rel- 
atively few 
communities in the 


Ffcjte had gas service. 
Transmis- 


sron facilities were not available. 
To build them merely to serve Ar- 
kansas customers would have been 
too costly. 


More gas was being produced — 


frequently as a by-product to pe- 
troleum — than was 
being con- 


sumed. It was not worth much at 
the well; truly it was a drug 
on 


the market. Buyers could name 
their own price. Where gas could 
be used at all, it was cheap fuel. 
T^illtics were happy with a six per 
ceh return on investment. Now, 
the Arkansas Public Service Com- 
mission is opening the door for 
much higher earnings for gas com- 
panies. 


During World War II. need for 


increased oil supply on the East 
Coast, partly because of the inci- 
dence of tanker sinkings by Ger- 
man submarines, prompted the fed- 
eral government to finance con- 
struction of the Big (24) Inch pipe- 
Ifeie and the Little (20) Inch pipe- 
line to carry oil from Texas and 
Louisiana to the Alantic seaboard. 
'.With hostilities ended,, the gov- 
ernment 
first 
leased 
and then 


sold those pipelines to the Texas 
Eastern 
Transmission 
Company 


and permitted it to utilize them 
lor transportation of gas, subject 
to emergency orders from the gov- 
ernment for i-e-conversion to move- 
ment of oil. 


.Size of gas pipelines until World 


'war II had been limited drastical- 
ly by the pressure-resistant inad- 
equacy of steel. But 
steel' with 


-greater strength is being produced, 
and 30-inch lines 
now pipe gas 


from1 the Southwest. 


.This, of course, has added thou- 


sands of new markets for gas. Fai 
from being a drug on the market, 
it is now worth much more than 
its.j weight in gold. Distribution 
companies find themselves bidding 
. Against one-another'for. gas.,. 
$>> Producers who had been eager 
to sign contracts,to sell at 10 to 
11 cents per 1,000 cubic feet a few. 
years ago ! now want much more 
than that. Regulation 'of distribu- 
tors' rates is a function 'of state 
and local government, but produce 
tion, when not owned by distribu- 
tors, was not restricted 
govern- 


mentally as to price. 


Along came the 
United States 


Supreme Court, however, 
to de- 


clare that the Federal Power Com- 


. *riission 
was duty-bound (though 


Congress had never ordered it) to 
fix prires for gas at the wellhead 
—provided, of course, that the gas 
was moving interstate. 


That's what all the ruckus in the 


Congress was about earlier 
this 


year when Senator J. William Ful- 
bright and 
Representative Oren 


Harris of Arkansas sponsored leg- 
islation to 
exempt 
independent 


(non-utility) 
producers 
of 
gas 
^rom FPC control.

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One-Time Stepchild of Oil Fields Comes into Its Own 
The Natural Gas Story...

CAPITAL BUREAU 


(First of a Series) 
LITTLE ROCK (Special)—There 


was a time—prior l.o World War II 
—when natural gas was a minor 
. factor in Arkansas's economy. Rel- 
atively few 
communities in the 


Ffcjte had gas service. 
Transmis- 


sron facilities were not available. 
To build them merely to serve Ar- 
kansas customers would have been 
too costly. 


More gas was being produced — 


frequently as a by-product to pe- 
troleum — than was 
being con- 


sumed. It was not worth much at 
the well; truly it was a drug 
on 


the market. Buyers could name 
their own price. Where gas could 
be used at all, it was cheap fuel. 
T^illtics were happy with a six per 
ceh return on investment. Now, 
the Arkansas Public Service Com- 
mission is opening the door for 
much higher earnings for gas com- 
panies. 


During World War II. need for 


increased oil supply on the East 
Coast, partly because of the inci- 
dence of tanker sinkings by Ger- 
man submarines, prompted the fed- 
eral government to finance con- 
struction of the Big (24) Inch pipe- 
Ifeie and the Little (20) Inch pipe- 
line to carry oil from Texas and 
Louisiana to the Alantic seaboard. 
'.With hostilities ended,, the gov- 
ernment 
first 
leased 
and then 


sold those pipelines to the Texas 
Eastern 
Transmission 
Company 


and permitted it to utilize them 
lor transportation of gas, subject 
to emergency orders from the gov- 
ernment for i-e-conversion to move- 
ment of oil. 


.Size of gas pipelines until World 


'war II had been limited drastical- 
ly by the pressure-resistant inad- 
equacy of steel. But 
steel' with 


-greater strength is being produced, 
and 30-inch lines 
now pipe gas 


from1 the Southwest. 


.This, of course, has added thou- 


sands of new markets for gas. Fai 
from being a drug on the market, 
it is now worth much more than 
its.j weight in gold. Distribution 
companies find themselves bidding 
. Against one-another'for. gas.,. 
$>> Producers who had been eager 
to sign contracts,to sell at 10 to 
11 cents per 1,000 cubic feet a few. 
years ago ! now want much more 
than that. Regulation 'of distribu- 
tors' rates is a function 'of state 
and local government, but produce 
tion, when not owned by distribu- 
tors, was not restricted 
govern- 


mentally as to price. 


Along came the 
United States 


Supreme Court, however, 
to de- 


clare that the Federal Power Com- 


. *riission 
was duty-bound (though 


Congress had never ordered it) to 
fix prires for gas at the wellhead 
—provided, of course, that the gas 
was moving interstate. 


That's what all the ruckus in the 


Congress was about earlier 
this 


year when Senator J. William Ful- 
bright and

LITTLE ROCK (Special)—There 


was a time—prior l.o World War II 
—when natural gas was a minor 
. factor in Arkansas's economy. Rel- 
atively few 
communities in the 


Ffcjte had gas service. 
Transmis- 


sron facilities were not available. 
To build them merely to serve Ar- 
kansas customers would have been 
too costly. 


More gas was being produced — 


frequently as a by-product to pe- 
troleum — than was 
being con- 


sumed. It was not worth much at 
the well; truly it was a drug 
on 


the market. Buyers could name 
their own price. Where gas could 
be used at all, it was cheap fuel. 
T^illtics were happy with a six per 
ceh return on investment. Now, 
the Arkansas Public Service Com- 
mission is opening the door for 
much higher earnings for gas com- 
panies. 


During World War II. need for 


increased oil supply on the East 
Coast, partly because of the inci- 
dence of tanker sinkings by Ger- 
man submarines, prompted the fed- 
eral government to finance con- 
struction of the Big (24) Inch pipe- 
Ifeie and the Little (20) Inch pipe- 
line to carry oil from Texas and 
Louisiana to the Alantic seaboard. 
'.With hostilities ended,, the gov- 
ernment 
first 
leased 
and then 


sold those pipelines to the Texas 
Eastern 
Transmission 
Company 


and permitted it to utilize them 
lor transportation of gas, subject 
to emergency orders from the gov- 
ernment for i-e-conversion to move- 
ment of oil. 


.Size of gas pipelines until World 


'war II had been limited drastical- 
ly by the pressure-resistant inad- 
equacy of steel. But 
steel' with 


-greater strength is being produced, 
and 30-inch lines 
now pipe gas 


from1 the Southwest. 


.This, of course, has added thou- 


sands of new markets for gas. Fai 
from being a drug on the market, 
it is now worth much more than 
its.j weight in gold. Distribution 
companies find themselves bidding 
. Against one-another'for. gas.,. 
$>> Producers who had been eager 
to sign contracts,to sell at 10 to 
11 cents per 1,000 cubic feet a few. 
years ago ! now want much more 
than that. Regulation 'of distribu- 
tors' rates is a function 'of state 
and local government, but produce 
tion, when not owned by distribu- 
tors, was not restricted 
govern- 


mentally as to price. 


Along came the 
United States 


Supreme Court, however,

FLfeA TIME 


By iFARLEY

Summer time is flea time an™ 


whoever first said that fleas are 
good for a dog because "they give 
him something to think about," 
certainly didn't know much about 
dogs. Apparently he didn't know 
much about fleas, eithen 


The fact is that fleas are just 


about the meanest, most "ornery" 
parasites that can plague our pets. 
The constant scratching caused by 
fleas can lead to skin disorders 
that are much harder to cure than., 
to prevent. And of course we kno\V 
that fleas are one of the inter- 
mediate hosts of the tapeworm, 
anoher nasty canine parasite., 


There are several varieties in 


the flea family, and they can live 
longer than you think. The dog 
flea has been known to live for 
234 days, so let's declare w.ar on 
them now, during the summer 
weather when they are more prev- 
alent than at other months of the 
year. 
£ 


One of the most effective and 


efficient methods of flea control is 
to dust the dog with flea powder 
containing five to ten per cent 
DDT. The label will tell whether 
the powder includes the specified 
amount. 


The simplest way to powder the 


dog is to stand him on spread- 
out newspapers, and then, start- 
ing behind the ears, dust the pow- 
der into his coat so that it sif 
through the hair down to the skii.. 
Then turn him on his back and 
sprinkle the chest an dabdomen. 


If the weather permits, do the 


dusting outside^' because the min- 
ute he's loose he'll shake iuriously. 
Wait an hour, then'give him a 
thorough combing and brushing to 
remove excess powder and dead 
'leas. A dampened cloth or cham- 
ois will take off any remaining 
powder.
